this — 100  to  the  Bunch.  To  seL  out  plants  make  a  hole  with  a  stick,  about  two  inches 
Bunch.  deep,  place  the  plant  in  it  and  press  the  earth  firmly  about  it. 

Cultivate  very  shallow.  Scratch  about  them  to  kill  weeds. 


Harvesting  Onions. — When  tops  begin  to  droop  and  are  soft 
at  neck,  pull  them  up  and  let  them  lie  in  the  sun  for  a  few  days 
to  allow  the  top  to  descend  into  the  onion  which  increases  its 
weight.  Store  onions  in  a  cool,  dry  place  away  from  light.
